cious and Barefaced LIBELLERS that (even in this 
time of Exceſs of fuch Creatures) has been produced : For not 
to detain you too long with Prefacing, but as briefly as ma 
be to come to the matter, neither - therein to:follow this L/-

Secondly, that the Introdu@ion of. the whole Popiſh Hierax- 
chy into this Kingdom was Connived at, and a pnblick, Aſſem- 
bly of the PAPAL Clergy allowed by a Commiſfuon af the Dake 
of ORMONDE to be held and to ſit in 1666, The ſcanda- 
lous. untruth of both which,do's upon inquiry appear very evi 
dently; for as to that pretended Commiſſion tor Aſſembling of 
the Papal Clergy, which T'begin with, becauſe from-whatT ſhall 
ſay by way of anſwer toit,will naturally flow a contutation of 
that feigned comnwvance of the Popiſh Hierarchy : it is to be obſer- 
ved that as my Lord Duke of Ormonde,whoſe word will ſurely 
outweigh that of the LIBELLERS, do's utterly deny his ever 
having granted a Commiſſzon of that kind, ſo is there no ſuch 
thing to be found, nor the leaſt footſtep of it to be met within 
any of the Offices, through which all Commiſſions muſt paſs be- 
fore they can be of any vertue,and where they are Recorded for 
every one to have recourſe unto ; Beſides, 'ithe Ground upon

been tender'd by Papiſts, and which proved fo derogatory to +

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Cenſur'd at Rowe, Lovain, and other Pop Oniverſitier, and 
oppos'd by the Popes Internuncio then reſiding \& Bruxels,who 
did all that in him lay; to-dehortPAPISTS againſt it,and upon 
the account of all which,the ſubſcribers and adherers to ithave 
not dar'd untothis day to adventure their perſons into-any 
forreign parts where the Pope bears \way, His Majelty was ve- 
ry well ſatisfied with it, and upon Walſh's repairing into this 
Kingdom about: the year 1666. for propagating ſuch the Do- 
Arine of it (which no Loyal Proteſtant cou'd be againſt) was 

eaſed to ſend. his inſtructions tomy Lord Duke of Ormonde 

is then Lord Lieutenant, for his ſuffering of Peter Walſh to 
meet with ſome Titlar Biſhops, at that time here, to perſwade

my Lord LIEUTENANT the Duke of ORMONDE!?hat his houſe 
ſbould. not be 7 da OHA Article altho it be placed in page 
' the 27th of the LIBELL yet for order ſake is ranked and 
taken notice of here with 'the others of page the 17th in the 
Libel}, becauſe it is of the ſame nature, and of the like truth 
with them: For my Lord Duke of ORMONDE was fo far 
from granting a Warrant to that Earl to: hinder his houſe from 
being ſearchedfor Arms, that He never fo much as gave him a 
Licence to keep any, but contrarywiſe where the Earl of 
ESSEXin his Government had given the ſaid Earl his Licence 
to keep a quantity of Arms, they were ſince by my Lord Duke 


of ORMOND'S Orders taken from him, and delivered into 
the publick ſtores. 


Laſtly, he alleadges, That yet while all this forbearance 
and tenderneſs have been expreſſed to the PAPISTS, the 
DISSENTERS have fallen under the misfortune of having an 
expreſs Law made againſt them, and divers of them have beers 
proſecuted to Fine and Impriſonment upon it.

_ But if the:method of enafting Laws in Ireland: be thought 
upon, how that by Poynings AF the Chief Governour cannot 
call a Parliament, for:the makingof Laws in that Kingdom,be- 
fore he-prays the Kingand Cumncils feave for it, and tranſmits 
ſome Bills for their Approbatzon tobe paſſed in it, and untHdÞ he 
recewes thoſe Bills back again-with Licence for the calling of 
a Parliament,and it it be Conſider'd that my LORD LIEUTE- 
NANT the Duke of ORMOND fince his being here, hath RE- 
PRATEDLY prayed ſuch Licexce, and Tranſmitted Bills,where- 
of ſame were. as effeftual againſt the PAPISTS (although 
there were.,oe among them. againſt other DISSENTERS)

tions indulgences to the PAPISTS incourage then in the old 
POPISH PLOT; He there advances and in effe& charges 
them with being  ABETTAORS with them in the” new fang- 
led PROTESTANT PLOT; But the perſors he names for ſup- 
port of this Charge are ſome of them, ſo ridiculouſly Idle, and 
others of them ſo #otoriouſly wicked, and the inſtances he 
brings for proof of it, are all of them ſo wwanifeſtly falſe, that 
if the LIBELLER were not poſſeſt with a fingular ſpirit of 
folly as well as of lying, he wou'd never have mention'd thezr, 
for as to SMITH who I find to be the firſt of the perſons 
named, he is ſuch an abje&# wretch, and fo great a malefaFor,

And therefore when that of SMITH againſt the Prieſt St. 
LAWRANCE proffer'd it lf at DUBLIN.,it was immediately 
received and ſolemnly proceeded upon , the Lord PRIMATE 
who was then the firſ# of the Conmlon the place, by the Lord 
LIEUTENANTS happening at that time to be in the Conntry, 
having conven'd ſuch COUNCELLORS as were in the Town, 
and with the: having given all zeceſſary Orders in that affair, 
which produced the z7,2meaiate apprehenſion of St. Lawrence\toge- 
ther with the ſeiſare of his papers,and the Commitment of his Per- 


ſon, and SMITH had all the Enconragement fit to be given hin

EHAL,and in hopes of hav- 
ing this freſh INFORMER or rather ew Engine ſent for over 
to work with, lodges them with Mr. Secretary JENKINS for 
the Information of the K.ING and COUNCIL, baving moſt du- 
tifully and mannerly taken eſpecial care before to Print and 
publiſh them for the Amuſement of the world, but His MATEST % 
and the Lords knowing this ConduGor and his drift, too well,and 
experiencing ſuch kind of Artifices as this Informer uſed, too 
much, wou'd not be fo paſſed upon by tkew, and yet at the 
ſame time were pleaſed ſo far to take notice of thoſe Papers, as 
toſend them over hither with Orders to proceed upon them 
accordingto Law here, where the matter of them were proper- 
ly Cognizable, and where preparations were made for St.Law- 
rence his being ſtriftly proſecuted upon them, The KINGS 
Connſel having by order and with great circumſpeJion tormed a 
firm Irdifment for miſdemeanor (which was all that in their 
Opinions the matter could bear) to be preferred againſt him, 
and the Judges having carefully provided that ro PAPIST nor 
any ſuſpeFed to be POPISHLY afeded ſhou'd paſs upon the

obſerved he at once inſinuates tobe believed by others, and yet 
exprelly ſays, he will not ſo much as conjeFure them bimel : 
ſo as he needed not in the Concluſion of this his fable of SMIT 
have any more told us that he was no divizer, than I need tell 
you after all this that he is an idle Dreamer. 


The next man our LIBELLER produces is JAMES MOR- 
LEY, whom he Stiles Captain MORLEY though Iknow not for 
what reaſon, unleſs it be becauſe of his appearing at the head 
of the band of IRISH WITNESSES, which ſometime ſince 
Marched to LONDON, and of his drawing them up with what 
he would have them ſwear unto for him, but however true he 
may be in giving of that Title to him, 1 am ſure he is moſt falſe 
11 thoſe things he relates of and poſſibly from him, and becauſe 
the LIBELLER will not be long before be makes my words 
good (though neither I nor all the World will ever be able to 
make his ſo) he no ſooner zentions the name of MORLET, 
but as if it were a ſpel/ to raiſe a he with, he falls plum into 
the telling of oze concerning him, by introducing and expreſ- 
{ing of him: to have appeared and Sworn before the Committee 


of LORDS and COMMONS in England, twoConſults whichthe 
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_ Papiſts had in Ireland in reference to the extirpating the Pro- 
teſtant Religion i» that Kingdom , whereas it appears by 
MORLET'S Examination taken either before a Committee of the 
LORDS, or of the COMMONS, or both, that he did not ſwear 
tothoſe Conſults, but only to a hearſay touching them; which 
be aid he had from HUBBERT TIRRELL and Henry 6 Neal; 
who it is to be obſerved, were two Beegars, and ſuch miſcreants 
thatan horeſt and a diſcerning PROTESTANT who knew them 
as well as MORLEYdid, wou'd hardly have adventur'd tore- 
peat any thing after: them, much leſs to conduf what they 
(hou'd ſay,unto publickaſſemblies,and in prejudice of any who was 
a PROTEST ANT alfo, eſpecially Conſidering that as it is well 
known MORLEY had ſuch experience of their villanies, as 
before that time, he did reje their proferr d Oaths to him in 
ſome Trial which he had in this Kingdom, however afterwards 
he became ſo reconciF'd to them, as in the laſt PARLIAMENT 
at Weſtminſter to make wſe of their names tor 1njuriouſly 
accuſing of Sir JOHN DAY 1S, a perſon who with all his Rela- 
tions, have ever been eminent profeſſors of the PROTESTANT 
Religion, and for that reaſon known to be obnoxious to the 
POPISH Party, and it is beſides to be remarked that Tirrell 
has lately and ſolezmnly diſavowed his ever having known of any 
ſuch Conſults, and declared that what he had informed concer- 
ning them was a meer fition, which as TTRRELL alledges 
MORLEY prompted and hired him to make, and to get others 
to ſwear unto for carrying on ſome deſigns of his own, ' and 
what is yet more remarkable © NEAL (who has lately 
hang'd for a Robbery in this KINGDOM) did juſt before he 
was thrown off the Ladder, Confeſs himſelf to be perjured, 
both in what he deliver'd as to thoſe CONSULTS, and in 
what he had ſworz againſt Sir JOHN DAVIS, and that 
he was by MO R LETS deſire led 1nto the latter perjury, 
which Confeſſzon coming from ove in the inſtant he was 

oing to the dead, mult be convincing with all but 
ach who will not be perſwaded tho. oze roſe from the dead: 
After the LIBELLER has thus begun and diſpach'd 
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+his a2truth of MORLEY, who has no reaſon to cor hize thanks 
for it, ſince it has provoked and produced the repreſentation of 
theſe truths concerning him, he growes upon his own hands, 
and to ſhew his proficiency in the hing-trade, he proceeds to 
the delivery of a groſſer ſalcity, in aſſerting, that ſix or ſeven 
witneſſes have been. procured to depoſe in this Kingdom, that 
V.ORLEY was ſuborned by the Earls of ESSEX and SHAF IS- 
BURY, and by Sir ROBERT CLAYTON, to ſwear treaſon a- 
gainſs the Duke of ORMONDE tte Lord CHANCELLOR 
BOYLE and Sir JOHN DAVIS, whereas upon ſearch 1n 
the Offices where things of that ature (if any had been, ) 
wou'd be lodg'd, and upon inquiry from the Officers who cou'd 
not but know of thezz if they were there, it cannot be found 
thatever any ore ſuch depoſition was taken, or ſo muchas as heard 
of, but ſeveral Examinations (and with probability of truth too 
conſidering the before mentioned proceeding of MORLET) 
do appear of his Comtrivances of that kind with people of infi- 
nite lower ranks, and it is to behoped of infinite different prin- 
ciples too , than it can be thought the Earls of ESSEX. 
and SHAFTSBURY and Sir Robet CLAYION are of, 
who the Lord Duke of ORMONDE and thoſe named with hin 
do not ſuppoſe wou'd Imbargue themſelves with ſuch a ſort of 
man as MORLEY is, and in ſuch manzer of Deſigns as he was 
por, lo as the ſetting up of theſe imaginary depoſitions, which 
never had being but in this LIBELLER's idle brain, and in 
his -[dler LIBELL, muſthave been a piece of MORLET's 
magick, by fach Incantations to charm thoſe perſons of 9na- 
lity to ſtand by him in this time of his defervedly Expi- 
ring Credit, and to raiſe their Spirits (thd moſt Ondeſer- 
vedly ) againſt others whom his and the LIBELLERS ma- 
lice would point them unto, and whom (though it be impo- 
ſible to find them out by the mark the LIBELLER puts uport 
them,) of having obtain'd thoſe depoſitions , becauſe there 
were never any ſuch, yet by all this Lurry about Morley, 1 
gueſs them: to be certain perſons of ſuch vprightneſs and integrity 
as I am certain, they willnot fear to have their Ations pla- 
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cd in that approaching light of a PARLIAMENT with 
which the. LIBELLER threatens them, and which then 


ſhines brighteſt when MORLEY and the LIBELLER, and fuch 


other ſons of darkneſs are ſcatter d from before it, and 
thanks be to God, we have no reaſon to deſpair of a bleſſing 
of that kind to attend that time, for the weather ſeems to clear 
very much, and the aire to be ſo well upan Purifying, that 
thoſe infefions cannot remain. And as the LIBELLER has 
thus ingeryonſly 1n this Paragraph repreſented things that never 
were, ſo he will not leaveit off untill he has as ingernonſly miſre- 
preſented Matters otherwiſe than they were, according to the ſay- 
ing of Fame,the true Parent of this lying Monſter, that pariter fa- 
Ga atque infeta canebat ; thus purpoſely to reflect upon perſons 
concernedin this Government (whichthe ſcope of his whole diſ- 
courſe as to Ireland drives at) be wou'd from the receiving an [r- 
formation which was given in here againſt MORLEY, for ſuch 
treaſonable expreſſuons as are not fitto be repeated, but in a Jadi- 
cial way of proceeding againſt him, and from the tranſmiſſzor 
which was made of it to the K.1NG and COUNCIL in ENG- 
LAND,infer a fondneſs,&T donot know what, to have been in 
them: of it, whereas they did but as they were bound, in taking 
a matter of that dangerous import when it was offer'd, and as 
they wou'd havedone, if it had related to any one elſe beſides 
MORLEY, and only obſerved their duty and the Cuſtome of 
their Predeceſſors in tranſmitting (as they alwaies did things 
of ſach @ tranſcendent nature, let them concern whomſoever 
they wou'd, And why this ordinary praGisd method in all 
other Caſes, ſhon'd be thus extraordinarily handled and repre- 
ſented m MORLEY s by the LIBELLER, is what I cannot 
think of any other reaſon to be given for, but this, that he 
is a LIBELLER ; | Beſides, ſuppoſe it were true, as the 
LIBELLER fays, (and it is the only thing he fays 
of affairs in IRELAND which ſuppoſition it ſelf can help) 
That at the time of this tranſmiſſion as ts MORLEY it was 
withal deſir'd he ſhou'd be ſent over hither to be Tried, where 
his Crime was ſuppoſed to be done. (altho really no ſuch thing 
was 
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was deſired) and that the KING had granted it, which He 
neither did, nor denyed , becauſe no application was made 
for it, do's the LIBELLER believe himſelf 2 or can he ima- 
gin any one elſe will believe him in, but laugh at him for, this 
his dodrine thereupon, That it were illegal and Arbitrary to 
ſend a MalefaGor to be Tryed bere for a fat committed by hine 
here; For ſurely thatis as /egal and looks ſomething more rea- 
ſonable than to ſend for perſons from hence, to be Tryed in 
England for things they are only charged to haveCommitted bere, 
as we (ee has of late been praCtiſed, and which tho the Law- 
gers ſay may be done in this Caſe, I am ſure no Lawyer will 
ever allow what the LIBELLER ſays in the other Caſe, 
eſpecially,if no pertinenter a reaſox begiven than this,which he 
aſſigns for it, becauſe the party was born and bred and has an 
Eſtate in ENGLAND, For ſuch Circumſtances alone, can never 
prote® any one in ENGLAND, or IRELAND, from an- 
ſwering for his breach of the Lawsin either KINGDOM,and 
in that KINGDOM too, where heſo broke them 1t the KING 
pleaſe to have him ſent thither. Nay in this Caſe oft MORLET, 
if the zzatter charged upon him to be Committed here (from 
which I ſhall not with the LIBELLER acquit him only be- 
cauſe he is a PROTESTANT, conſidering what kind of one he 
ſhewed himſelf in the times of »ſurpation, thorough-pacedly ſer- 
ving of them, and what ſort of one he manifeſts himjelf in the 
preſent time of fation,by thoſe baſer Offices of ſubornation and 
Perjury miniſtring to it,) were any felony under Treaſon, I 
ſpeak it with reverence, it were #j«ſt not to ſend him hither to 
be tryed, becauſe the Statute of Hen. the 8th for Tryalof forreign 
matters in England, extends expreſly and only to Treaſons,lo that 
leſſer Offences done here cannot be tryed there, and conf: quent- . 
ly, to have kept kim in ſuch Caſe on the other ſ:de from appear- 
ing here, wou'd be to hinder a zalefaGor from being brought | 
to Juſtice, which were not Juſt ; But as MORLETS Caſe is, 
being for Treaſow Committed here, which by that Statute 
may be Tryed there, the KING can Juſtly enough (if He 
Pleaſes) detain biz to be Tryed in ENG L AND, 


Or 
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or (if he thinks fit) as Juſtly too may ſend him hither for Tryal, 


for by that Statute it-is in the KINGS Choiſe, in which of the 
KINGDOMS ſuch a Caſe ſhall be Try'd ; But then if the Tryal 
be ordered to be there upon a Treaſon Committed here, the 
Judges in ENGLAND are therein to Govern themſelves accor- 
ding to the Laws of lrelard, that is, they are not to adjudge 
any thing to be Treaſon, but what 1s ſo by the Law of 
IRELAND, or by ſome 44 of PARLIAMENT in 
ENGLAND where 1RELAND is named, or that is EnaCted 
in IRELAND ; and this Rule holds concerning Pleas in dil- 
charge of Treaſon alſo, wherefore though MORLET'S charge 
conliſts of Treaſonable words only, and they really were ſpoken 
two years ago as the LIBELLER obſerves, whereby he 
was to be diſcharged by the late Statute in ENGLAND(it 
they were alledg'd ifere,) yet being laid tobe ſpoken here, 
where that Statute not naming IRELAND, nor being Ena- 
ed in IRELAND do'snot exterd, he cannot reap any Benefit 


| by itz From all which though Iwill rot takeupon me to con- 


jecure, what were the Cayſes MORLEY was not ſent hither, 
yet I may rationally conclude,that they cou'd not be any of thoſe 
whichare giver by the LIBELLER for it, ſoas he proves to be 
as grofly our in his Matters of Law as he 3s notoriouſly miſtaken 
in his matters of fa; And where,tor Concluſion of this his Pa- 
ragraph, and for the bringing oft Morley by it, he ſays, it 
remarkable that what MORLET did declare, (I ſuppoſe he in- 
tends to the PARLIAMENT) in relation to the Duke of 
ORMONDE the Lord CHANCELLOR, and Sir John Da- 
vis, he refer d himſelf for, the truth of it to tke Council Books 
or to depoſitions before the Council of this Kingdom; it is 
more remarkable that MORLEY did declare nothing there 
( whatſoever he has done elſewhere ) as to any of thoſe 
Perſons, ſave only Sir FOHN DAVIS, and as to him 
that he refer'd nothing to the COUNCIL BOOKS, or to de- 
poſitions before the COUNCIL to prove, other than a pre- 
tended Copy he produced of the ſaid © Neal or TYRRELLS 
Examination , but of which there never was any Original 

in 
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in the Conncil books or at the Council Board, or indeed in be. 
ing, ſo as the LIBELLER by his thus elaborately attempting 
to preſerve MORLETS gaſping reputation, for ſupport of 
his Scandalous refle&ions upon the Government, does -but de- 
deſtroy his own Credit, and confound his own Devices. 

There are two other perſons, whom the LIBELLER 
brings by head and ſhoulders into this. Paragraph for evidence 
of what he aims at by it, but he giving only ſurnames to them 
as HANLON, and MURPHY, whereby it is Impoſlible 
without more certainty , out of the herds that are of thoſe 
mames, to gather whom he means, and not —_— any par = 
ticulars to have come from ther, in proof of his General aſ- 
ſertion which he Cites them for, by means whereofhe only ſets 
up Shadows to be conteſted within them 3 I will therefore paſs 
'__them over and come to that more ſolid body in the LIBEL- 
LERS ſingle opinion of Mr. HAWKINS, whom he ſhews as 
his ext and laſt man, but who performed ſuch a part when be 
firſt brought hi»:ſe/f upon the ſtage, as I cannot tell whether 
folly, or ſomething that is worſe were his greateſt Vice, and 
therefore I will determin on neither ſide, but give a #rze ac- 
count of it, as it has been collected out of the Original papers 
of that matter, and then let any ſober and impartial man make 
his J=dgment of it, and of him upon it , which was thus 5 
Mr. HAWKINS (between whom and ſome of the mac GEN- 
NISES his neighbours there were ſome differences) came to 
my Lord LIEUTENANT to the CASTLE, havingmade his way 
as being a ſtranger by preſenting of a letter from Sir HANS 
HAMILTON a late member of the Council unto his GRACE, 8 
there acquainted his Grace that one Daziel Hanvycame to bin 
to his houſe in the Country, and told him: of a meeting which 
he hada little before with one Con mac Gennis at Down-Patrick, 
and that among other things whichat that meeting paſſed be- 
twixt them, ac GENNIS engaged him to joyn with him in. 
(wearing HISGRACE, Mr. HAWKINS and others into the 
Plot, and at the ſame time did give him a little money, and 
promiſed him a great deal more when they ſhou'd afterwards 
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meet, as they theh agreed to. do at Dublin, where.the defi 

was to op put weve them, That with this Fx Wigs 0 
Mr. HAWKINS . repaired to Sir HANS HAMILTON, 
who adviſed him .to.carry it. to my; LORD LIEUTENANT 
where he,thus braught it,hereupon wy Lord LIEUTENANT 
cauſed Mr. HAWKINS to bring HANFT to bim, and after 
bjs GRACE had with great privacy taken his Examination , 
which was -much to the purpoſe aforeſaid, he asked Mr. 
HAWK INS: if he knew CON mac GENNIS, and where he 
was ta be found, which he ſaid be did very well, and that as 
HANVYTY told him, he was come to Town 1n order to their 
aforeſaid appointed meeting, which was to be ſometime on 
that or the day following ,, and though Mr. HAWKINS 
did: not know the. certain _ where it ſhou'd be in, yet 
be would learn it from HANFV Land thereupon he propoſed to 
bis GRACE that for having more Witneſſes beſides HANYTY of 
what ſhou'd paſs at that intended meeting, his GRACE wou'd 
appoint another Trxſty perſon to. joyn with one NEAL mac 
LALIGHKIN , whom Mr. HAWKINS defigned to employ, 
far, ſa. Jdiſpoling of 'thewſelver un the Room of the Houſe 
VEES thts were to meet im; that they mjght(without be- 
wg.obſerved. by them) ſee thew, and hear the diſcourſes be- 
twixt them ; Which my LORD LIEUTENANT complied 
with, and.was accordingly done, only with this Variation, 
that Mr. HAWK INS. employed another in that ſervice in the. 
ſtead of war LAUGHLIN, who':cou'd not be found, In the 
rean time þis GRACE kept this waatter as a ſecret from all per- 
Jons, leaſt any diſapppointment ſhou'd befall ſuch a promiſed: 
diſcquery, afterwards Mr. HAWKINS came to my LORD 
LIEUTENANT, and.acquainted hire: the parties had met,and 
theperfon appointed by bis GR ACE, with the other whom Haw. 
k&#ns did employ in the Ovyer hearing of them,came likewile, 8 
tald bis Grace that they ſaw HANYT & another mar whom he 
calld.CON xac GENNIS tagether,and heard thezz diſcourſe of 
tich:defigns as\were at firſtinformed, but withal that they ob- 
letuedand heard aizc/(GENNIS to ſay at'their parting Gs: 
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Maſter of the lionſe, whocame towards theend of their diſcourſe 
to: them Theſe words, take notice I never ſawthis perſon pointing 
at HANFT before the laſt right, upon this Report brought to 
my Lord LIEUTENANT He ordered CON wat GENNIS to 
be ſent for, who appeared and denied his name to be CON mat 
GENNIS, affirming it to be OWEN DUFFT, and proved it 
to be ſo by invincible Circumſtances z but he owned at the ſame 
time his having gone under the name of CON mac GENNIS 
too, and his having had the aforeſaid meeting with HANYT, 
whom withal be proteſted he never ſaw until the night before 
he had the meeting with him, which with his other feigned 
parts, be ſaid he was prevailed upon to At, by the deſires of 
one HENRY FARREL, whoſe reaſon for the ſame le knew 
hot, but referr'd it to FARREL to declare -' At his roceed- 
ingmy Lord LIEUTENANT (as any one 'wou'd be) was 
ſtrangly ſurpriſed, and the more, becauſe his GRACE was 
ſatisfied at bjs firſt ſight of the Man, who now is DUFFY, and 
before he named himſelf to be ſo, that he was mot CON mac 
GENNIS whom HANFY had deſcribed, for hizz His GRACE 
had occaſions to ſee and know long before, 'in the quality 
of a Deputy Purſuvant for diſpatching of Iriſh Witneſſes, ſent 
for from hence into ENGLAND, but what HIS GRACE moſt 
wonder'd at was, that HANFT ſhou'd have affirmed as he did, 
his having had a familiar acqudintance for many years toge- 
ther with that CON mac GENNIS before; and yet that he 
ſhou'd now take this DUFFY for him; Hereupon my Lord 
LIEUTENANT had HAWKINS and HANY Y who' were 
attending, called in, where HANYY upon the queſtion put 
to him, declared again ſuch his long acquaintance with CON 
mac GENNIS, and all the other matters/ tonching him, 
and confidently affirmed, that DUFFY then preſent before 
bir was the Man, and Mr. HAWKINS (although- at his 
firſt —__ my Lord LIEUTENANT, and as.is' before 
mentioned, be told His GRACE that he krew CON mac GENNIS 
very well, and conſequently, cou'd not/but at this timeknow 
that DUFFY whom he ſaw thus to perſonate \bi#2 was'ano-' 
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ther perſon) yet as if he wou'd have had my Lord Lientenaxt 
deceived, did ſuffer D»ffy to paſsupon His GRACE for Con mac 
GENNIS, without offering any thing to undeceive hizr, 
until »y Lord LIEUT ENANT did at laſt takenotice to them, 
how that perſon had proved himſelfto be OWEN DUFFT and 
how his Grace himſelf knew that it was not CON mac 
GENNIS, upon which HANFY and HAWK INS confeſſed 
themſelves to be miſtaken, and ſoin great confuſion vaniſhed; 
Aﬀter this ſcene was thus over, which in the perſons and the 
parts of it Jooked the moſt odd, and was the leaſt intelligible, 
that for a great while has been preſented, my Lord LIEUTE- 
NANT conduded the whole matter to the Conrncil, where it 
ſeemed-as a perfet riddle, and becauſe FARRELL appeared 
the ableſt to unfold it, by giving an account how he, came to 
make DUFFT perſonate CON mac GENNIS unto HANPY, 
he was order'd to be examined, who in his Examination and 
upon his Oath declared,that NEAL mac LAUGHLIN did ſome 
time before, lodging at his houſe, let fall expreſſions which 
gave him (aſpicion of HAWKINS his being upon ſome evil de- 
ſigns, and that he: was | confirmed therein afterwards, by 
lighting upon a letter from HAWKINS to mac LAUGHLIN 
which FARRELL produced, and HAWKINS confeticd, but 
pretends to be an innocent end, and which direQted mac 
LAUGHLIN to go toone RAWLINSON in Dxbl:z for thefur- 
niſhing biz: with money; enjoyning him afterwards to repair 
to HAWKINS into'the North concerning the buſineſs which 
mac LAUGHLIN was to do for him; That after mac LAUGH- 
LIN (who then went to the North accordingly) returned unto 
Town, he came to Farrells houſe, but told hi: that: he was to 
lodge no longer with him, for that he had a lodging provided 
in another place hard by the faid RAWLINSON ; which 
with FARRELLS obſerving of mac LAUGHLIN to be fluſh 
of money, and underſtanding that HAW KX.INS was come to 
Town, put it out of all doubt with hizz that there was ſome 
miſchief a contriving , . which Farrell refolved to imploy him 
ſelf in the finding out, and for that purpoſe remembring that 
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war LAUGHLIN had been very inquiſitive of bhi for 
CON mac GENNIS , and perceiving ſeveral meſſengers 
to come to his houſe at divers times in a day to enquire for . 
CON mac GENNIS, as from perſons newly come out of 
the Country, He dogg'd ſome of Them to a certain Houſe 
whither he prevailed with OWEN DUOFET to go with 
him, and if there ſhou'd be Occaſion to take upon hin 
the name of CON »1ac GENNIS, after whom this great 1n- 
quiry had been, and when they came thither and a little after 
they had talked ſomething loud, on purpoſe to be heard by az 
obſcure man who they were told was in the next Room, that 
man_(who proved to bo DANIEL HANPT) hearing the 
name of CON mac GENN!?S, came in unto thew, and apply- 
ing himſelf to DUFFN, whom he took or pretended to take 
for CON mac GENNIS, finding himto be called fo, ſaid to him 
. with much kindneſs, you krow we have great buſmeſs to do, to 

which DUFFY anſwered, yes, yes, and fo after having appoin- 
ted to meet together the next day, they then parted, which 
was the only occaſion, as FARREL faid, of his thus per- 
ſwading DOFET to perſonate CON mac GENNIS unto Har- 
vy, and of ſuch meetiug and diſcourſe had betwixt #hexr, and 
now let any ove who reads theſe trye paſſages of that affair 
Judge, whether Mr. HAWKINS has acquitted himſelf like 
that man of honor, diſcretion , and ingenuity , which the 
LIBELLER wou'd blazon hizz; and whether my Lord DUKE 
of ORMONDE be not a more merciful perſon to the DIS- 
SEN TERS, thantheLIBELLER wou'd ſeem before to'repre- 
ſent him, ſince notwithſtanding Mr. HAWKINS be one of 
the viralenſt of them, and by ſuch his proceedings appeared a 
very great 1rifler with, if not an Afronter of GOVERN- 
MENT , yet his GRACE let hizz go without inflicting 
any Puniſhment upon him tur it, althd Fe cou'd not but 
take more notice of hizz afterwards, when an Informati- 
0n amounting as near to HGH TREASON as cou'd be 
was given into the Council againſt him, and by ſuch a Perſor 
too as Mr. Florence Weyer a Sandificd evidence in ENGLAND

4 who was one of the Chiefeſt of thoſe Witneſſes upon whoſe 
Teſtimonies the Titular en PLUNKET was found guil 
* in the Kings Bench there, for which reaſon the LIBELLE 
never {o much as mentions WEYER here, but only takes no- 
tice of mac GENNIS and mac LAUGHLIN who (wore latter 
in tizze, and much inferior in »zatter againſt HAWKINS than 
the other did, and as to mac LAUGHLIN it is obſervable that 
though the LIBELLER affirms be never ſpoke with HAW- 
K INS but once,and then only to inſfinuateintohzs acquaintance, 
yet HAWKINS himfelf in his Examination owns to have 
known him.and to have Employed him in bis boy; s for ſome 
years paſt 3 And beſides itis manifeſtby HAWKINS his above 
mentioned Letter to Mac LAUGHLIN (which FARRELL 
produced upon his being Examined, and HAWKINS 
Confelled in his Examination to be his hand) that there was 
a familiar acquaintance betwixt him and Mac LAWGHLIN 
before, which Letter, NY ſo ſuſpicious, and being follow- 
ed with WEYERS and the others [rformations, which ſounded 
ſo dangerows, my Lord LIEUTENANT and COUNCIL cou'd 
do no leſs than as they did,toCommit HAWKINS upon them, 
and notwithſtanding the LIBELLER and his Party wou'd 
now, becauſe it ſeems to thwart their deſigns, refle& upon 
the Government for doing ofit,as too much conntenancing of In- 
formations, yet (as has been found by late experience,) they 
wou'd be apt at another time (if it might advance their pur- 
poſes) more ſeverely to fall upon the GOVERNMENT for not 
doing of it, as too great diſcountenaxcing of Evidence, ſo partial 
and fo paſſzonate are the FACTIOUS. 


Thus, (Sir,) have I run through the ſeveral Parts of this 
LIBELL, which touch upon this Kizgdom,and the Government of 
it, andin my anſwerstothem,I havefor the moſt part mentioned 
and referr'd untoſuch papers of Eſtate & publick, Records, and be- 
tides, all thematters of themproveto fall within the knowledges 
of ſo many perſons living, that if I had not a ſingular regard 
to truth (which I hope I ſhall ever follow) and a particular re-

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ſpe& for you (whom I am certain I will never abuſe )yet you 
may be ſure I wou'd not dare and therefore that I have not 
adventur'd to ſay any thing, but what contains the greateſt 
veracity, fince in doing otherwiſe (which was a ſufficient 
Precaution to me from the beginning unto the end of this 
work) I knew I ſhou'd be by variety of —_— diſproved, 
and render'd not only as Odons, but as Ridiculons and Contemp- 
tible to the World, as our LIBELLER has ſhewn himſelf, 
who though he won'd have it believed, as if he were in his 
principles the fartheſt removed from the Popiſh Party, do's yet 
expole his LIBELL (by, the groſs lzes which are diſperſed 
through it) to bethe neareſt allied unto the Popiſh Legend. I
